For example, Fig. 5B appears on sheet 10/12 instead of sheet 3/12 which is were 
Fig. 5A appears. 

b. None of the reference numerals used at Fig. 1 1 is correct. 

c. Reference characters Rl' & R3'-R5' appear in Fig. 7D, but do not appear in the 
description. 

d. They fail to show the "sixth radius (R5')" recited in claims 7-12.
